the allies in the field. 
He feels con­ 
fident that he can safely assume that 
this will also be the judgment aud 
decision of the allied governments. 
‘“ The president feels that it is also 
his duty to add that neither the gov­ 
ernment of tin' United States nor, he 
Is quite sure, the governments with

Drive Toward Ghent and Courtral. 
Bril Isli, ^Belgian and French forces 
attacked at dawn on a wide front in 
Flanders. 
The allied troops are driving in the 
general direction of (»bent and Cour­ 
tral. 
TI}o attack seems lo be generally 
from Uomines to the northward.

troops of the throe nations went over 
the top after a ‘Vraslf* bombardment 
only. 
There was no preliminary bom­ 
bardment.

London.—"The fighting pilots don't 


get all the fun of the war in the air," 
writes a young 'bird' who had a thrill- 
Ing experience recently, returning to 
his base in a flaming plane. 


"We were flying over No Man's 


Land," he says, "spotting for the artil- 
lery, and by constantly changing direc- 
tion ^nd height we had pretty well es- 
caped the attention of the ubiquitous 
Archie. The 'shoot' was progressing 
satisfactorily, and our battery would 
(Soon be all ranged. 
Our engine had 


been running very badly, and had the 
'ehoot' been less important wo should 
have returned home; but the target 
was a special linn bridge, and the bat- 
tery was shooting excellently. 


Airplane on Fire. 


"Suddenly a smell of burning wood 


reached rny nostrils. Looking down, 
I saw the framework near my feet 
blackened and smoldering. The en- 
gine's back-firing must have made a 
torch of the exhaust. I switched off 
the petrol supply and opened out the 
throttle. One steep, swift dive and the 
fire was out. 


"Then I hesitated. 
Should we hurry 


for home and safety, or continue the 
'shoot,' in which a very little inorS ob- 
serving would bring complete success? 
I turned to the observer. He leaned 
over nnd inspected the damage. 
It 


was not verj- bad, really. lie shouted 
Into my ear: 


"Let's carry on." 
"I climbed again and we continued 


to 'shoot.' Our battery was very soon 
firing as a battery—all guns—our last 
message having completed the regis- 
tration ; and now shells were dropping 
about the target. Our part was done 
•—pretty well, too—and In a fow min- 
utes the bridge was entirely destroyed. 
In our excitement the faulty engine 
bad been forgotten until, with one last 
splutter, it gave out completely. It 
stopped. 


"The machine was really on fire this 


time nnd I was too Into. The wood- 
work was burning Independently of pe- 
trol and exhaust, and to dive now 
would onlv fan the fl.nnes about im 
feet. Yet we had to get to tne ground, 
and very quickly, too. 


Quite a Wild Affair. 


• "I put the machine into a violent 
Blde-slip away from the line. 
The 


flames were thus funned toward the op- 
posite wins?. 
The observer, leaning 


over my shoulder, squirted the fire ex- 
tinguisher about my feet, which en- 
abled me to keep control of the rud- 


der bar. We were down to 1,500 feet, 
but the heat was intense. 


"The fire had reached the right wing. 


Things were getting more and more ex- 
citing. Would the fabric continue to 
support us? I pushed down 'the nose 
to hasten our descent, keeping the ma- 
chine also in a side-slip. The rush of 
air .slightly ohanged the direction of 
the flames. Now we were nearly down. 
There were a few shell holes and hard- 
ly any hedges. 
Unless we were un- 


lucky we should not meet any serious 
obstacle. 


"The ground rushed toward us. I 


took off the 'bank' and 'flattened out.' 
One landing wheel touched with a 
bump, broke away and continued its 
course independently. The machine 
pirouetted on the remaining wheel and 
finally crashed on its nose and left 
wing. It was quite a wild affair, but 
we were unhurt. 


"Springing to the ground, we hurried 


away from the burning wreck just in 
time, for a second later the petrol 
lank exploded. We just looked at each 
other and never said a word, but 
neither of us regretted having chanced 
it and finished our job."

The drive, on a 40-mile front, was

¡The Americans m adejhe swiftest prog­ 
ress along the Meuse valley, taking 
many towns and thousands of prison­ 
ers.

Save your own vegetable seed for next year’s garden is the advice 
of the food production and conservation committee of state councils of 
defense. 
Seed threatens to be high and scarce. As an indication, spinach 
(seed has steadily advanced from 12 cents a pound to $1.50 and $2.00 a 
pound. Other vegetable seeds are just as high relatively. 
No matter how patriotic the person, a war garden nest year may 
become too expensive for the average purse, unless precautions are taken 
this fall to assure a private supply of seed. 
The home gardener needs to sacrifice but a small part of the crop 
to have seed for next year. Choose the best plants from which to save 
seed. Be sure the seed is ripe; be sure it is dry before storing away; be 
eure it is protected from rats and mice. 
If you have no garden but wish to plant one next year, ask a neigh­ 
bor who has a garden to save seed for you or allow you to save seed from 
his garden. 
Another matter of importance, now that garden production is at 
its height, is to see that not a bit of the produce goes to waste. If you 
cannot eat or can all of it, remember that you have neighbors who are 
not so well supplied. Return to the old-fashioned co-operative method of 
sending over a mess of beans or a few cucumbers. Don’t let good food 
go to waste. 


Aerial Spying of Great 
_ Value and Use to Troops 
In Country of the Enemy 


In Flanders nn airplane goes over 
the lines, and from 5,000 to 6,000 feet 
photographs 
the 
enemy’s 
country, 
trench system, lines of communication 
or a battery area. These photographs 
tell the truth accurately, asserts a 
writer in Century Magazine. 
They 
are the ultimate spies and are corre­ 
spondingly valuable. 
From such a 
photograph a lantern slide is made, 
and the image, enlarged to any desired 
scale, is projected upon a screen, 
where It is painted in colors, thus 
furnishing an exact picture of the area 
as seen from the airplane. 
The pic­ 
ture is then stretched upon a frame, 
underneath which tiny electric bulbs 
are placed. 
Around It, perched on a 
platform ten feet high, cadets are 
seated with maps of the district, also 
drawn from the actual photograph. Be­ 
side each cadet is a wireless dispatcli- 
j Ing key. By a simple system of squares 
and subdivisions, marked on the maps 
and lettered and numbered, any point 
on the picture may be designated ex­ 
actly in a very brief message. 
The 
cadets orientate their maps and keep 
a sharp outlook on the picture below. 
Suddenly a flash appears among some 
buildings, in a field or behind a wood. 
Immediately its location is noted on 
the key-maps of the cadets, and the 
corresponding code message is buzzed 
flown to the hypothetical British bat­ 
tery below.

Hawks and Owlt Useful; 
Insects and Rodents Are 
Their Principal Food 


One of the most active and vahi« 
able friends of man Is the agile night* 
hawk, which may be seen darting 
about in the dusk with incredible 
swiftness in pursuit of insects, de* 
clares a writer in the People’s Home 
Journal. 
Yet this bird is almost ex* 
tlnct In some sections because huntJ 
ers like to display their marksmanship 
by showing they are able to bring 
down such a swiftly flying bird. 
Kighthawks are so quick on the wing 
that few insects escape them. 
Stom­ 
achs of night hawks have been found 
to contain more than 50 varieties of 
Injurious insects. 
Friends of birds 
should give this hawk their especial 
protection. 
The rough-legged haw'k is another 
placed by scientists among the almost 
wholly beneficial birds. TJds bird feeds 
almost exclusively on the smaller ro­ 
dents, including meadow mice, which 
do incalculable damage to crops and 
young trees, which they gnaw? in the 
winter. 
An incident that show’s the injus­ 
tice of the popular opinion regarding 
hawks is reported from Ohio. When 
the law putting a bounty on hawks 
w’as in force in that state, a township 
clerk issued certificates for 46 spar­ 
row hawks which had been killed. 
The clerk examined the stomachs of 
these haw’ks, and in 45 of them found 
only grasshoppers and beetles. 
The 
other stomach contained the fur and 
bones of a meadow mouse. Thus the 
state had been paying for the destruc­ 
tion of birds that were working to help 
save Its crops. 
Scientists say that the sparrow 
hawk docs occasionally attack chick- 
ens; but so seldom, that this offense is 
as nothing compared with the good the 
bird does. 
The real offender among 
the hawks—the one that gives the 
family its bad name—is the Cooper’s 
hawk, which is a persistent hunter of’ 
chickens and domesticated doves. 
Compared with the long-eared owl* 
the ordinary house cat is a poor mous- 
er. 
The little screech owl is a diligent 
mouser, toov but also has a voracious 
appetite for insects. 
Fifty grasshop­ 
pers have been found in the stomach 
of one screech owi. 
About one-sev­ 
enth of the screech owi’s food consists 
of other birds, but most of these are 
sparrows.

for your next year's supply. 


Save your own vegetable seed for next year's garden is the advice 


of the food production and conservation committee of state councils of 
defense. 


Seed threatens to be high and scarce. As an indication, spinach 


eeed has steadily advanced from 12 cents a pound to $1.50 and $2.00 a 
pound. Other vegetable seeds are just as high relatively. 


Xo matter how patriotic the person, a war garden next year may 


become too expensive for the average purse, unless precautions are taken 
this fall to assure a private supply of seed. 


The home gardener needs to sacrifice but a small part of the crop 


to have seed for next year. Choose the best plants from which to save 
seed. Be sure the seed is ripe; be sure it is dry before storing away; be 
sure it is protected from rats and mice. 


If you have no garden but wish to plant one next year, ask a neigh- 


bor who has a garden to save seed for you or allow you to save seed from 
his garden. 


Another matter of importance, now that garden production is at 


its height, is to see that not a bit of the produce goes to waste. If you 
cannot eat or can all of it, remember that you have neighbors who are 
not so well supplied. Return to the old-fashioned co-operative method of 
sending over a mess of beans or a few cucumbers. Don't let good food 
go to waste. 


Aerial Spying of Great 


Value and Use to Troops

In Country of the Enemy 


In Flanders an airplane goes over 


the lines, and from 5,000 to 6,000 feet 
photographs 
the 
enemy's 
country, 


trench system, lines of communication 
or a battery area. These photographs 
tell the truth accurately, asserts a 
writer in Century Magazine. 
They 


are the ultimate spies and are corre- 
spondingly valuable. 
From such a 


photograph a lantern slide is made, 
and the image, enlarged to any desired 
scale, is projected upon a screen, 
svhere it is painted in colors, thus 
furnishing an exact picture of the area 
as seen from the airplane. 
The pic- 


ture is then stretched upon a frame, 
underneath which tiny electric bulbs 
are placed. 
Around It, perched on a 


platform ten feet high, cadets are 
seated with maps of the district, also 
drawn from the actual photograph. Be- 
side each cadet is a wireless dispatch- 
Ing key. By a simple svstem of squares 
and subdivisions, marked on the maps 
and lettered and numbered, any point 
on the picture may be designated ex- 
actly in a very brief message. 
The 


cadets orientate their maps and keep 
a sharp outlook on the picture oelow. 
Suddenly a flash appears amonj some 
buildings, in a field or behind £t wood. 
Immediately its location is noted on 
the key-maps of the cadets, and the 
corresponding code message is buzzed 
flown to the hypothetical British bat- 
tery below. In a few seconds this 
battery Is seen to fire in a succession 
of tiny flashes, and, after the time of 
the sjbell's flight has passed, another 
flash indicates its burst near the hos- 
tile target. This target is the center 
of an imaginary clock dial, twelve 
o'clock being considered due north, 
and the other figures representing cor- 
responding directions. 
A series of 


concentric lettered circles indicate suc- 
cessive distances. 
Thus the shell's 


burst is instantly located and buzzed 
down to the battery, telling the gun- 
ners just how far wrong the shots are 
Calling. These make the proper cor- 
rections, and shots continue to fall 
closer about the target until the holy 
task of silencing another Hun battery 
Is flushed. The actual work at the 
front toward wnich the training is di- 
rected constitutes one of the prime 
factors in the present warfare. One 
has ouly to recall nindenburg's offi- 
cial statements as to the number of 
guns destroyed in a single month on 
the western front, to comprehend its 
Importance.

Hawks and Owls Useful; 


Insects and Rodents Are 


Their Principal Food 


One of the most active and valu- 


able friends of man is the agile night- 
hawk, which may be seen darting 
about in the dusk with incredible 
swiftness in pursuit of insects, de« 
clares a writer in the People's Home 
Journal. Yet this bird is almost ex- 
tinct in some sections because hunt-' 
ers like to display their marksmanship 
by showing they are able to bring 
down such a swiftly flying bird. 


Night hawks are so quick on the wing 


that few insects escape them. Stom- 
achs of night hawks have been found 
to contain more than 50 varieties of 
injurious insects. 
Friends of bird1* 


should give this hawk their especial 
protection. 


The rough-legged hawk is another 


placed by scientists among the almost 
wholly beneficial birds. TJiis bird feeds 
almost exclusively on the smaller ro- 
dents, including meadow mice, which 
do incalculable damage to crops and 
young trees, which they gnaw in the 
winter. 


An incident that shows the injus- 


tice of the popular opinion regarding 
hawks is reported from Ohio. When 
the law putting a bounty on hawks 
was in force in that state, a township 
clerk issued certificates for 46 spar- 
row hawks which had been killed. 
The clerk examined the stomachs of 
these hawks, and in 45 of them found 
only grasshoppers and beetles. 
The 


other stomach contained the fur and 
bones of a meadow mouse. Thus the 
state had been paying for the destruc- 
tion of birds that were working to help 
save its crops. 


Scientists say that the sparrow 


hawk does occasionally attack chick- 
ens ; but so seldom, that this offense is 
as nothing compared with the good the 
bird does. The real offender among 
the hawks—the one that gives the 
family its bad name—is the Cooper's 
hawk, which is a persistent hunter of. 
chickens and domesticated doves. 


Compared -with the long-eared owl, 


the ordinary house cat is a poor mous- 
er.The little screech owl is a diligent 
mouser, too, but also has a voracious 
appetite for insects. Fifty, grasshop- 
pers have been found in the stomach 
of one screech owl. About one-sev- 
enth of the screech owl's food consists 
of other birds, but most of these are 
sparrows.

Peeca T«W Gives Her Own People Vastly Different From Those o! 
ihe Rest of die World 


When Germany is talking for publication—through the kaisor or his 
hand-picked r’\nnccllor—-she speaks a great desire for a “liberal pcacc.” 
Conquest and tribute are the farthest things from her mind, she says. 
When Germany is talking to her own people she tells the truth about 
the sort of peace she wants. Her real terms of peace—the terms the kaiser 
and his chancellor promise the soldiers they arc going to get when they 
win the war—were found in a trench taken by the allies the other day, 
and they are quite different from the terms advertised. 
They were all written out plain and emphatic, and among other 
things they proclaim that Belgium must remain under German military, 
toonomic and political domination. 
Of course that isn't conquest. 
Courland, Lithuania, Livonia and Esthoma are to he "colonized” 
by Germany.* Neither is that’conquest. 
Liberty of the seas is to be established, a “made in Germany” liberty 
by which the limit of the world’s shipping is to he established, giving Ger­ 
many and her friends—Austria, Turkey and Bulgaria, 17,800,000 tons, 
and all the rest of the world—America, Great Britain, France, Italy, 
Japan and all—a total of 10,900,000 tons. Nothing like world domina­ 
tion in that; just “liberality.'” 
Roumania must “place at the disposal of Germany 1,800,000 tons of 
petroleum.” Certainly that isn’t tribute; just friendliness. 
And for America and the other allies this: “Those nations which 
attacked peaceful Germany must pay all war charges in raw materials, 
ships, ready money and territorial concessions, leaving Germany with only 
five billions national debt.” Tribute? Certainly not. Just a testimonial 
of appreciation of Germany’s greatness and goodness—a forty or fifty 
billion dollar testimonial. 
And there are still people in this country who pretend to believe 
Germany wishes to make peace on “liberal” terms.

this product “hulled corn” but it is now 
more often called “lye hominy.”

Thirty laying hens, to 
which whcatless rations were fed, 
produced in the two years covered 
by the test on an average of 14Y.3 
eggs for the pullet year, and 121 eggs 
during the second year.

pares favorably with egg yields se­ 
cured on 
other rations containing 
wheat, and therefore more expensive. 
The whcatless ration is also being 
tried on a pen of Bufi! Orpington pul­ 
lets and during the past ten months 
they have laid on an average of 111.4 
eggs, a very good yield for this pe­ 
riod. 
The whcatless ration used was as 
follows: 
Scratch mixture — Two pounds of 
cracked corn, one pound of oats. 
Dry Mash—Three pounds of corn- 
meal, one pound of beef scrap. 
The scratch mixture was fed spar­ 
ingly, the hens being permitted to eat 
about as much of it as of the dry 
mash. 
During the two-year test the 
hens were provided with free range 
where they could pick a variety of 
green feed. 
Leghorn pullets were 
used and it was found that it took 
4.G pounds of feed to produce a dozen 
eggs. Fifty-two pounds of grain was 
consumed by each pullet annually, 
and of this amoftnt twenty-six pounds 
was from the scratch mixture. When 
wheat is omitted from the ration it is 
advisable to feed more beef scrap. 
Laying hens should have a good sup­ 
ply of protein, and the additional beef 
scrap supplies this essential in one of 
the cheapest forms.

Stefansson asserts bathing Is purely 
an esthetic principle and that the 
value of cleanliness to health has not 
been established by the medical prac­ 
titioners. 
Mr. 
Stefansson’s 
pronouncement 
will be greeted with jubilation by the 
elements which possess an ingrowa 
dislike for hydrogen and oxygen in 
proportions of two to one. It has been 
accepted as dogmatic by the Mexican 
pelados for years, who as a religion» 
function, bathe only on St. John’s 
day, which is celebrated early in May. 
“Much of what the ordinary practi­ 
tioner tells you about ‘bathing for 
health’ is either not yet demonstrated 
as true or else is demonstrably un­ 
true,” declares Mr. Stefansson. 
“The 
fact is that, according to the point of 
view, cleanliness is a matter of esthet­ 
ics or else of taboo observance rather 
than of health.” 
The explorer makes an apology in 
-the article for his attack on medical 
orthodoxy by declaring he has been 
divorced from medical books and jour­ 
nals for more than ten years.

Stefansson wrote the treatise while 
in the arctic region in 1910. Ele was 
reported as dangerously ill from ty­ 
phoid fever on Herschel island.

.my escape and my adventures so that 
the authorities in Belgium could mete 
out punishment to everyone who was 
In any respect to blame for it. As I was 
.in Rotterdam only 
one day, they 


'didn't ha\e \ ery much opportunity to 
iuarn anything from me. 


The naval officer who accompanied 


me and acted as interpreter for me 
•introduced me to many other soldiers 
and sailors who had escaped from Bel- 
gium when the Germans took Ant- 
werp, and as they had arrived ia Hol- 
land in uniform and under arms, the 
laws of neutrality compelled their in- 
ternment and they had been there ever 


The life of a man wlio is interned 


in a neutral county. I learned, is any- 
thing but satisLactory. 
He gets one 


month a year to visit his home. If ho 
lives in England that is not so bad, 
but if he happens to live farther 
away, the time he has to spend with 
his folks is very short, as the month's 
leave does not take into con.-idoration 
the time consumed in traveling to and 
from Holland. 


The possibility of escape from Hol- 


land is always there, but the British 
authorities have an agreement with 
the Dutch government to send refu- 
gees back immediately. In this re- 
spect, therefore, the position of a man 
who is interned is worse than that 
>of a prisoner'Who, iC he does succeed 
in making his escape, is naturally re- 
ceived with open arms in his native 
land. Apart from this restraint, how- 
ever, internment, with all its draw- 
backs, is a thousand tiaies, yes, a mil- 
lion tiincs, better than being a prisoner 
of war in Germany. 


It seems to me that when the war 


is over and the ir.'jn who Iw.e been 
imprisoned in Germany return home, 
they should be given a bigger and 
greater reception than the most vic- 
torious army tiiat ever marched into 
a city, for they will have suffered 
:Mid gone through more than the world 
%vill evnr be able to understand. 


No'doubt you «ill find in the Gor- 


man prison camps one or two faint- 
henrietl individuals with a pronounced 
yellow streak who voluntarily pave 
Tip tho straggle and gave up their lib- 
erty rather than risk their lives or 
limbs. These snd cases, however, are, 
I am sure, extremely few. Nino hun- 
dred and ninety-nine out of a thousand 
of the men fighting in the allied lines 
•would mtho.r he in the front trenches, 


fighting every day, with all the horrors 
and all the risks, than be a prisoner 
of war in Germany, for the men in

dam. 


After I was fixed up I returned to 


t,he consulate and arrangements were 
made for my transportation to Eng- 
land at once. Fortunately there was 
a boat leaving that very night and I 
was allowed to take passage on it. 


Ju^t as we were leaving Rotterdam, 


the boat I was on rammed our own 
convoy, one of the destroyers, and in- 
jured it so badly that it had to put 
back to port. ' It would have been a 
strange climax to my adventure If the 
disaster had resulted in the sinking 
of my boat and I had lost my life 
while on my way to England after 
having 
successfully 
outwitted 
the 


Huns. But my luck was with me to 
the last, and while the accident re- 
sulted in some delay our boat was not 
seriously damaged and made the trip 
over in schedule time and without fur- 
ther accident, another destroyer hav- 
ing been assigned to escort us through 
the danger zone in place of the one 
which had been put out of commis- 
sion. 


When I arrived in London, the re-

My nerves 


were in such a state that it was abso- 
lutely impossible for me to cross the 
street without being in deadly fear 
of being run over or trampled. I stood 
at the curb, like an old woman from 
the country on her first visit to the 
city, and I would not venture across 
until some knowing policeman, recog- 
nizing my condition, came to my as- 
sistance and convoyed me across. 


Indeed, there was a great number of 


English officers at home at all times 
"getting back their nerves" after a 
long spell of active service at the 
front, so that my condition was any- 
thing but novel to the London bob- 
bies. 


It was not many days, however, be- 


fore I regained control of myself and 
felt in first-class shape. 


Although the British authorities in 


Holland had wired my mother from 
Holland that I was safe and on my 
way to England, the first thing I did 
when we landed was to send her a 
cable myself. 


The cable read as follows: 


"Mrs. M. J. O'Brien, Momence, 111., U. 


S. A. 
"Just escaped from Germany. Let- 


ter follows." 


As I delivered it to the cable dis- 


patcher I could just imagine the ex- 
ultation with which my mother would 
receive it and the pride she would 
feel as she exhibited it among her 
neighbors and friends. 


I could hear the volley of "I told 


you so's" that greeted her good tid- 
ings. 


"It would take more than the kaiser 


to keep Pat in Germany," I could hear 
one of th'Hn saying. 


"Knew he'd be back for Christmas, 


anyway," I could hear another re- 
mark. 


"I had an idea that Pat and his 


comrades might spend Christmas in 
Berlin," I could hear another admit- 
ting, "but I did not think any other 
part of Germany would appeal to him 
very much." 


"Mrs. O'Brien, did Pat write you 


how 
many 
German prisoners 
he 


brought back with him?" I could hear 
still another credulous friend inquir- 
ing. 


It was all very amusing and grati- 


fying to me arid I must confess I felt 
quite cocky as I walked into the war 
department to report. 


For the next live days I was kept 


very busy answering questions put to 
me by the military authorities regard- 
ing what I had observed as to condi- 
tions in Germany and behind the lines. 


What 1 reported was taken down 


by a stenographer and made part of 
tho official records, but I did not give 
them my story in narrative form. The 
information I was able to give was 
naturally 
of 
interest 
to 
various 


branches of tho service, and experts 
in every line of government work took 
it in turns to questton me. One morn- 
ing would be devoted, for instance, 
to answering questions of a military 


nature—German methods behind the 
front line trenches, tactics, morale o_ 
troops and similar matters. Then the 
aviation experts would take a whack 
at me and discuss with me all I hat 
observed 
of 
German 
flying 
corps 


methods and equipment. Then, again 
the food experts would interrogate 
me as to what I had learned of food 
conditions in Germany, Luxembourg 
and Belgium, and as I had lived pretty 
close to the ground for the best part 
of seventy-two days I was able to give 
them some fairly accurate reports as 
to 
actual 
agricultural 
conditions 


many of the things I tofd them prob- 
ably having more significance to them 
than they had to me. 


There were many things I had ob- 


served which I have not referred to in 
these pages because their value to us 
might be diminished if the Germans 
knew we were aware of them, but 
tkey were all reported to the authori- 
ties and it was very gratifying to me 
to hear that the experts considered 
some of them of the greatest value. 


One of the most amusing incidents 


of my return occurred when I called at 
my bankers in London to get my per- 
sonal effects. 


The practice in the Royal Flying 


corps when a pilot is reported mis- 
sing is to have two of his comrades 
assigned to go through his belongings, 
check them over, destroy anything 
that it might not be to his interest to 
preserve, and send the whole busi- 
ness to his banker or his home, as the 
case may be. Every letter is read 
through, but their contents is never 
afterwards discussed or revealed in 
any way. If the pilot is finally re- 
ported dead, his effects are forwarded 
to his next of kin, but while he is of- 
ficially only "missing," or is known to 
be & prisoner of war, they are kept 
either at the squadron headquarters 
or sent to his bankers. 


In my case as soon as it was learned

The list they made and to

"Who are you?" I was asked rather 
sharply. 


"Well, I guess no one has any 


greater right to Pat O'Brien's effects 
than I have," I replied, "and I would 
be obliged to you If you would look 
them up for me." 


"That may be all right, my friend," 


replied the clerk, "but according to 
our records Lieutenant O'Brien is a 
prisoner of war in Germany, and we 
can't very well turn over his effects 
to anyone else unless either you pre- 
sent proof that he is dead and that 
you are his lawful representative, or 
else deliver to us a properly authenti- 
ticated order from him to give them 
to you." 


He was very positive about it all, 


but quite polite, and I thought I 
would kid him no more. 


"Well," I said, "I can't very well 


present proofs to you that Pat O'Brien 
is dead, but I will do the best I can to 
prove to you that he is alive, and if 
you haven't quite forgotten his sig- 
nature I guess I can write you out 
an order tl'iat will answer all your re- 
quirements and enable you to give me 
Pat O'BricfPs belongings without run- 
ning any risks," and I scribbled my 
signature on a scrap of paper 
_ and 


handed it to him. 


He looked at me carefully through 


the latticed 
window, 
then jumped 


clown from the high chair and came 
outside to clasp me by the baud. 


"Good heavens, leftenant!" he ex-, 


claimed, as he pumped my hand1 up 
and down, "how did you ever get 
away?" and I had to sit right down 
and tell him and half a dozen other 
people in the bank all about my ex- 
periences. 


I had brca in England about five 


days when I received a 
telegram

I had not expected to remain more

Fifty-two 


minutes elapsed before I finally left 
there!

king's request to tell my story. Occa- 
sionally he interrupted to ask a ques- 
tion about a point he wanted me to 
make clear, but for the most part he 
was content to play the part of a lis- 
tener. 


He seemed to be very keen on every- 


thing and when I described some of 
aie tight holes I got into during my 
escape he evinced his sympathy. Oc- 
casionally I introduced some of the 
few humorous incidents of my adven- 
ture and in every instance he laughed 
heartily. 


Altogether the impression I got of 


him was that he is a very genial, 
gracious and alert sovereign.

During the 
whole interview we

“Mrs. M. J. O’Brien, Momence, 111., U. 
S. A. 
“Just escaped from Germany. Let­ 
ter follows.” 
As I delivered it to the cable dis­ 
patcher I could just imagine the ex­ 
ultation wjth which my mother would 
receive it and the pride she would 
feel as she exhibited it among her 
neighbors and friends. 
I could hear the volley of “I told 
you so’s” that greeted her good tid­ 
ings. 
“It wfould take more than the kaiser 
to keep Pat in Germany,” I could hear 
one of them saying. 
“Knew he’d be back for Christmas, 
anyway,” I could hear another re­ 
mark. 
“I had an idea that Tat and his 
comrades might spend Christmas in 
Berlin,” I could hear another admit­ 
ting, “but I did not think any other 
part of Germany would appeal to him 
very much.” 
“Mrs. O’Brien, did Pat write you 
how 
many 
German 
prisoners he 
brought back with him?” I could hear 
still another credulous friend inquir­ 
ing. 
It was aU very amusing and grati­ 
fying to me and I must confess I felt 
quite cocky as I walked into the war 
department to report. 
For the next five days 1 was kept 
very busy answering questions put to 
me by the military authorities regard­ 
ing what I had observed as to condi­ 
tions in Germany and behind the lines. 
What 1 reported was taken down 
by a stenographer and made part of 
the official records, but I did not give 
them ray story in narrative form. The 
information 1 was able to give was 
naturally 
of 
interest 
to 
various 
branches of the service, and experts 
in every line of government work took 
it in turns to question me. One morn­ 
ing would be devoted, for Instance, 
to answering questions of a military. 


nature—Gorman methods behind the 
front line trenches, tactics, morale of 
troops and similar matters. Then the 
aviation experts would take a whack 
at me and discuss with me all I had 
observed 
of 
German 
flying 
corps 
methods and equipment. Then, again, 
the food experts would interrogate 
me as to what I had learned of food 
conditions in Germany, Luxembourg 
and Belgium, and as I had lived pretty 
close to the ground for the best part 
of seventy-two days I was able to give 
them some fairly accurate reports as 
to 
actual 
agricultural 
conditions, 
many of the things I toid them prob­ 
ably having more significance to them 
than they had to me. 
There were many things I had ob­ 
served which I have not referred to in 
these pages because their value to us 
might be diminished if the Germans 
knew we were aware of them, but 
tfcey were all reported to the authori­ 
ties and it was very gratifying to me 
to hear that the experts considered 
some of them of the greatest value. 
One of the most amusing incidents 
of my return occurred when I called at 
my bankers in London to get my per­ 
sonal effects. 
The practice in the Royal Flying 
corps when a pilot is reported mis­ 
sing is to have two of his comrades 
assigned to go through his belongings, 
check them ovor, destroy anything 
that it might not be to his interest to 
preserve, and send the whole busi­ 
ness to his banker or his home, as the 
case may be. 
Every letter is read 
through, but their contents is never 
afterwards discussed or revealed in 
any way. 
If the pilot is finally re­ 
ported dead, his effects are forwarded 
to his next of kin, but while he is of­ 
ficially only “missing,” or is known to 
be a prisoner of war, they are kept 
either at the squadron headquarters 
or sent to his bankers. 
In my case as soon as it was learned 
that I had fallen from the sky, It was 
assumed that I had been killed and 
my chum, Paul Raney, and another 
officer detailed to check over my ef­ 
fects. 
The list they made and to 
which they affixed their signatures, 
as I have previously mentioned, is 
now in my possession and is one of 
the most treasured souvenirs of my 
adventure. 
My trunk was sent to Cox & Co. In 
due course, and now that I was in 
London I thought I would go and claim 
it. 
When I arrived at the bank I ap­ 
plied to the proper window for my 
mail and trunk. 
“Who are you?” I was asked rather 
sharply. 
“Well, I guess no one has any 
greater right to Pat O’Brien’s effects 
than I have,” I replied, “and I would 
be obliged to you if you would look 
them up for me.” 
“That may be all right, my friend,” 
replied the clerk, “but according to 
our records Lieutenant O’Brien is a 
prisoner of war in Germany, and we 
can't very well turn over his effects 
to anyone else unless either you pre­ 
sent proof that he Is dead and that 
you are his lawful representative, or 
else deliver to us a properly authenti- 
ticated order from him to give them 
to you.” 
lie was very positive about it all, 
but quite polite, and I thought I 
would kid him no more. 
“Well,” I said, “I can’t very well 
present proofs to you that Pat O’Brien 
is dead, but I will do the best I can to 
prove to you that lie is alive, and if 
you haven’t quite forgotten his sig­ 
nature I jjuess I can write you out 
an order tli'at will answer all your re­ 
quirements and enable you to give me 
Pat O’Briens belongings without run­ 
ning any risks,” and I scribbled my 
signature on a scrap of paper %and 
handed it to him, 
He looked at me carefully through 
the latticed 
window, 
then jumped 
down from the high chair and came 
outside to clasp me by the hand. 
“Good heavens, leftenant!” he ex­ 
claimed, as he pumped my hand* up 
and down, “how did you ever get 
away?’1 and I had to sit right down 
and tell him and half a dozen other 
people in the bank all about my ex­ 
periences. 
I had been in England about five 
days when 
I received a 
telegram 
&vhich, at first, occasioned me almost

as much concorn as the unexpected 
sight of a German spiked helmet had 
caused me in Belgium. 
It read as 
follows:

“The king is very glad to hear of 
your escape from Germany. 
If you 
are to bo in London on Friday next, 
December 7th, His majesty will re­ 
ceive you at Buckingham palace at 
10:30 a. m. Please acknowledge. 
“CROMER.” 
Of course, there was only one 
thing to do and that was to obey ord­ 
ers. I was an officer in the army and 
the king was my commander in chief, 
I had to go, and so I sat down and 
s*nt off the following answer: 
“Earl Cromer, Buckingham Palace, 
London: 
“I will attend Buckingham palace 
as directed, Friday, December 7th, at 
10:30. 
“LIEUT. PAT O’BRIEN.” 
In the interval that elapsed, I must 
confess, the ordeal of calling on the 
king 
of England loomed tip more 
dreadfully every day, and I really 
believed I would rather have spent an­ 
other day in the empty house in the 
big city In Belgium or, say, two more 
days at Courtral, than to go through 
what I believed to be in store for me. 
Orders were orders, however, and 
there was no way of getting out of it. 
As It turned out. it wasn’t half as bad 
as I had feared—on the contrary, it 
was one of the most agreeable expe­ 
riences of my life.

CHAPTER XIX. 


I Am Presented to the King. 
When the dreaded 7th of December 
arrived, I halted a taxicab and in as 
matter-of-fact tone of voice as I could 
command, directed the chauffeur to 
drive me to Buckingham palace, as 
though I was paying my regular morn­ 
ing call on the king. 
My friends’ version of this Incident, 
I have since heard, is that I seated 
myself in the taxi and leaning through 
the window said: “Buckingham pal­ 
ace!” whereupon the taxi driver got 
down, opened the door and exclaimed 
threateningly: 
“If you don’t get out quietly and 
chuck your drunken talk, Til jolly 
quick call a bobby, 
bli* 
me, 
If I 
won’t !” 
But I can only give my word that 
nothing of the kind occurred. 
When I arrived at the palace gate, 
the sentry on guard asked me who I 
was and then let me pass at once 
up to the front entrance of the palace. 
There I was met by an elaborately 
uniformed and equally 
elaborately 
decorated personage who, judging by 
the long row of medals he wore, must 
have seen long and distinguished serv­ 
ice for the king. 
I was relieved of my overcoat, hat 
and stick and conducted up a long 
stairway, where I was turned over to 
another functionary, who led me to 
the reception room of Earl Cromer, 
the king’s secretary. 
There I was Introduced to another 
earl and a duke, whose name I do not 
remember. I was becoming so bewil­ 
dered, in fact, that it is a vender that 
I remember as much as I do of this 
eventful day. 
I had heard many times that before 
being presented to the king a man is 
coached carefully as to just how he is 
to act and what he is to say and do, 
and all this time I was wondering 
when tills drilling wrould commence. 
I certainly had no idea that 1 was to 
be ushered into the august presence 
of the king without some preliminary 
instruction, 
Earl Cromer and the other noblemen 
talked to me for a while and got me 
to relate in brief the story of my ex­ 
perience, and they appeared to be 
very much Interested. Perhaps they 
did it only to give me confidence and 
as a sort of rehearsal for the main 
performance, which was scheduled to 
take place much sooner than I ex­ 
pected. 
I had barely completed my story 
when the door opened and an attend­ 
ant entered and announced; 
“The king will receive Leftenant 
O’Brien!” 
If he had announced that the kaiser 
w il outside with a squad of German 
guards to take me back to Courtrai 
my heart could not have sunk deeper, 
Earl Cromer beckoned me to follow 
him and we went into a large room, 
where I supposed I was at last to re­ 
ceive my coaching, but \ observed the 
earl bow to a man standing there and 
realized that I was standing in the 
presence of the king of England. 
“Your majesty, Leftenant O’Brien!” 
the earl announced, mid then immedi­ 
ately backed from the ruoin. 
I be­ 
lieved I would have followed right 
behind him, but by that time the 
king had me by the hand and was 
congratulating me, and iie spoke so 
very 
cordially 
and 
democratically 
that he put me at fay ease at once. 
He then asked me how I felt and 
whether I was in a condition to con­ 
verse, and when I told him I was, he 
said he would be very much pleased 
to hear my story in detail. 
“Were you treated any worse by the 
German*. leftenant?” he asked, “on 


account of being an American? Tve 
heard that the Germans had threat­ 
ened to shoot Americans serving In 
the British army if they captured 
them, classing 
them 
as hiurderors, 
because America was a neutral coun­ 
try and Americans had no right to 
mix in the war. Did you find that to 
be the case?” 
I told him that I had hoard similar 
reports, but that I did not notice any 
appreciable difference In 
my treat­ 
ment from that accorded Britishers. 
Tho king declared that he believed 
my escape was due to my pluck and 
will power and that it was one of the 
most remarkable cscapes he had over 
heard of, which I thought was quite 
a compliment, coming as It did from 
the king of England. 
“I hope that all the Americans will 
give as good an account of themselves 
as you have, leftenant,” he said, “and 
I feel quite sure they will, 
I fully 
appreciate all the service rendered us 
by Americans before tho States en­ 
tered the Nvar.” 
At this moment I asked him If I 
was taking too much time. 
“Not at all, leftenant, not at all 1” 
ho replied, most' cordially. 
“I was 
extremely interested in the brief re­ 
port that came to me of your wonder­ 
ful escape and I sent for you because 
I wanted to hear the whole story first­ 
hand, and I am very glad you were 
able to come.” 
I had not expected to remain more 
than a few minutes, as I understood 
that four minutes is considered a long 
audience with tho king. 
Fifty-two 
minutes elapsed before I finally left 
there! 
During all this time I had done most 
of the talking, in response to the 
king’s request to tell my Gtory. Oeca^ 
slonally he interrupted to ask a ques­ 
tion about a point he wanted me to 
make clear, but for the most part he 
was content to play the part of a lis­ 
tener. 
He seemed to be very keen on every­ 
thing and when I described some of 
the tight holes I got into during my 
escape he evinced his sympathy. Oc­ 
casionally I introduced some of the 
few humorous incidents of my adven­ 
ture and in every instance he laughed 
heartily. 
Altogether the impression I got of 
him was that he is a very genial, 
gracious and alert sovereign. I know 
I have felt more ill at ease when talk­ 
ing to a major than when speaking 
to the king—but perhaps I had more 
cause to. 
During the 
whole interview we 
were left entirely alone, which Im­ 
pressed me as significant of tho dem­ 
ocratic manner of the present king 
of England, and 
I certainly 
came 
away with the utmost respect for him. 
In all my conversation, I recalled 
afterwards, I never 
addressed 
the 
king as “Your Majesty,” but used the 
military “sir.” As I was a British of­ 
ficer and he wras the head of the army, 
he probably appreciated this manner 
of address more than if 1 had used 
the usual “Your Majesty.” Perhaps 
he attributed it to the fact that I 
was an American. 
At any rate, he 
didn’t evince any displeasure at my 
departure from what I understand is 
the usual form of address. 
Before I left he asked me what my 
plans for the future were. 
# “Why, sir, I hope to rejoin my 
squadron at the earliest possible mo­ 
ment !” I replied. 
“No, Leftenant,” he rejoined, “that 
is out of the question. We can’t risk 
losing you for good by sending you 
back to a part of the front opposed 
by Germans, because if you were un­ 
fortunate 
enough 
to 
be 
captured 
again they would undoubtedly shoot 
you.” 
“Well, if I can’t serve in France, 
sir,” I suggested, “wouldn’t it be feas­ 
ible for me to fly In Italy or Salon- 
ica?” 
“No,” he replied, “that would be 
almost as bad. 
The only thing that 
I can suggest for you to do is either 
to take up instruction—a very valu­ 
able form of service—or perhaps it 
might be safe enough for you to 
serve In Egypt, but just at present, 
leftenant, I think you 
have done 
enough anyway.” 
Then he rose and shook hands with 
me and wished me the best of luck, 
and we both said “Good-by.” 
In the adjoining room I met Earl 
Cromer again, and as he accompanied 
me to the door seemed to be surprised 
at the length of my visit. 
As I left the palace a policeman 
and a sentry outside came smartly to 
attention. Perhaps they figured I had 
been made a general. 
As I was riding back to the hotel 
In a taxi I reflected on the remark­ 
able course of events which in the 
short space of nine months had taken 
me through so much and ended up, 
like the fini&h of a book, with my be­ 
ing received 
by his majesty, 
the 
king! When I first joined the Royal 
Flying corps I never expected to see 
the 
inside 
of 
Buckingham palace, 
much less being received by thy king. 


Savoy by a fellow officrr who had 
bet three other friends of mine that 
I would be home by Christmas. This 
wager had been made at the timt he 
heard that I was a prisoh^r of war, 
and the dinner was the stake* 
The first intimation he had of my 
safe return from Germany and the 
fart that he had won his bet w’as a 
telegram I sent him reading as fol­ 
lows ; 
“Lieut. Loujs Grand: 
“War bread bad, ao I came home. 
“PAT.” 
He said he would not part with 
that message for a thousand dollars. 
Other banquets followed in fast sue* 
cession. After I had survived nine of 
them I figured that I was now in ai 
much danger of succumbing to a son 
feit of rich food as I had previously 
been of dying from starvation, and 
for my own protection, I decided to 
leave Loudon. Moreover, my thoughts 
and my heart were turning back to 
the land of my birth, where I knew 
there was a loving mother who was 
longing for more substantial evidence 
of my safe escape than the cables and 
letters she had received. 
Strangely enough, on the boat which 
carried me across the Atlantic, I saw 
an R. F. C. mau—Lieutenant Lascel* 
les. 
I walked over to him, held out my 
hand and said “Hello l” 
He looked at me steadily for at least 
a minute. 
“My friend, you certainly look like 
Pat O’Brien,” he declared, "but I can’t 
believe my eyes. Who are you?” 
I quickly convinced him that hi? 
eyes were still to be relied upon, and 
then ho stared at me for another min­ 
ute or t.'o, shaking his head dubb 
ousty. 
llis mystification was quite expli* 
cable. The last time he had seen me 
I was going down to earth with a 
bullet in my face and my machine do* 
ing a epiunlng-nose dive.

I arrived at St. John, New Bruns­ 
wick, and 
eventually in the

kakee river. 
I have said that I was never so 
happy to arrive in a country as I was 
w lien I set foot on Dutch soil. 
Now, 
I’m afraid I shall have to take that 
statement back. 
Not until I finally 
landed in Momence and realized that 
I was again in the town of my child­ 
hood days did I enjoy that feeling of 
absolute security which one never 
really appreciates until after a visit 
to foreign parts. 
Now that I am back, the whole ad« 
venture constantly recurs to me as a 
dream, and I<m never quite sure that 
I won't wake up and find it so.
